Amendment Controversy Erupts 


Tempers flared and erupted 
last Tuesday, as commissioners 
and students argued a_pro- 
posed ASB constitution amend- 
ment. 

Controversy centered around 
the amendment’s definition of 
“full-time student” and _ the 
“full-time student’s” right to 
vote and hold office. 

According to the amendment, 
a “full-time student” is one who 
is carrying 10% or more units, 
and all full-time students may 
vote and hold office. In short, 
the ASB card no longer would 
be a requirement. 

Commissioner Marsha Fon- 
ner asked why 10% was picked 
as the number of units a person 
need carry to vote and hold of- 
fice, and whether a person with 
less than 10% units, but with 
an ASB card should be eligible. 

Fonner was joined by Com- 
missioner Dana Armstrong who 
recommended students be al- 
lowed to vote and hold office 
no matter what number of units 
they were carrying. Armstrong 
then asked that the amendment 
be sent back to committee with 
the recommendation that “full- 
time student” be re-defined in 


terms of units. 

Committee Chairman Jesse 
Sanchez strongly disagreed with 
Armstrong, maintaining that the 
amendment was within the 
original intent of the petition 
(Ed.—see Oct. 15th Panther 
Sentinel) and commissioners 
had no right to send it back. 
When questioned by the Sen- 
tinel, Sanchez said, “The 
amendment was a mandate of 
the people, and to change it 
would be falsificating what peo- 
ple signed for.” 

Sanchez also challenged 
Armstrong’s right to sit on the 
Commission, as the newly 
elected freshman class president 
has no ASB card and carried 
less than 10% units last semes- 
tex: 

The motion made by Arm- 
strong was seconded and passed 
6-2-1, although the phrase “re- 
define student in terms of units” 
was stricken by Acojido. 

When asked what he thought 
of the commission’s action, 
Sanchez said “The action re- 
sulting from the confusion was 
ridiculous.”

Recently, th ASB Commission paid approximately $2,700 for 
the Five-Man Electrical Band.‘ Originally, the commission voted 
to have the El Chicano play on campus for the same price. Un- 
fortunately, I was informed by the concert booking agent that the 
band. failed to appear for one contracted performance and that 
they were caught taking drugs. Because of these circumstances, 
the ASB decided to tum to our second choice, The Five-Man 
Electrical Band. 

After the word “leaked out” that the band was to perform 
on campus, I was questioned by many students as to why a “bet- 
ter band” such as Santana, the Fifth Dimension or Ike and Tina 
was not selected. It would only cost the ASB from $10,000 to 
$20,000 for one of these “big name” attractions. 

Since Hartnell’s cultural activities are supported solely by 
funds derived from ASB card sales, I am also certain that Hartnell 
students (as frugal as they are) are not willing to pay $6.50 to 
$7.50 at. the least to see a well-known singer or group perform. 

In the beginning of the school year, I put several notices in 
the “Panther Prowls” concerning a meeting for the cultural activi-

There are three choices left 
to us: 1—To be a statistic on 
the welfare roles; 2—to be sat- 
isfied with a low-paying job 
with little or no future; or, 3— 
to better our positions in life 
through furthering our educa- 
tion. 

There are women of all ages 
in this college community who 
are under either the Manpower, 
W.I.N. or E.O.P. programs who 
have made their choice in a 
higher education. 

We have not succumbed to 
these stumbling blocks life has 
placed before us much less give 
in to those hardships. Sheer 
guts alone kep us going. We 
have a lot to lose by giving in 
and vegitating and a lot to goin 
by continuing in school, even if 
it means living in semi-poverty 
levels. 

Child Care Center Needed 

We, who have children, dis- 
like being away from them. 
We simply ask this help to help 
ourselves. A child-care center 
where we can donate time be- 
tween classes, not only to be 
with them, but to help with the 
upkeep would be very bene- 
ficial. 

We are faced with paying 
$3 to $5. daily to a licensed 
baby sitter. Figure it out. Af- 
ter attending school 18 to 20 
days per month, what is left of 
our funds? 

Some women are fortunate 
in having funds provided by 
welfare, but even then licensed 
baby sitters close to our homes 
are far too few, as well as in- 
accessible. 

We do not need surveys or 
research into our needs; that 
only provides’ income to the 
person doing the survey. 

This has been done before. 
Our needs are only too ob- 
vious. 

Hartnell has received monies 
for this problem. We would 
like to know what is being 
done.

There is a law which pro- 
vides an extra allowance for 
widows drawing death benefits 
if their disabilities are such 
that they require regular aid 
and assistance from another 
person. In order to determine 
eligibility for this allowance, 
the widow must submit to the 
VA office having jurisdiction a 
report of complete physical 
examination by her physician. 
Eligibility for the allowance 
will then be determined. 

Insurance Beneficiaries

collect the National Service Life

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Panthers Prevail 16-14 


One giant step toward the 
Coast Conference title. 

That is exactly what Hart- 
nell’s football gridders took last 
Saturday night in Hollister 
when the Panthers rode through 
on guttydefensive performances 
to edge Gavilan College 16-14. 

Dramatic is hardly the word 
to describe the ending of the 
contest as the Mean Machine 
held the Rams on the one-foot 
line with just 20 seconds re- 
maining to win the thriller. 

Defensive Gem 


Snuffing out the Gavilan 
threat was the dynamic duo of 
Russ Ostarello and Bob Haag 
as the Hartnell fans went into 
hysterics in response to the de- 
fensive gem. This play alone 
was the finishing touch that 
ended the Ram’s hopes of edg- 
ing out the Panthers and hav- 
ing a clear shot at the title. 

All was not as glorious as 
the finish. though, because in 
the opening - stanza Gavilan 
moved through the Panther de- 
fenses on the running of Mike 
Johnson on the opening drive. 
Johnson’s nine-yar@ burst and 
Mike Bassinger’s kick gave 
Gavilan a 7-0 advantage with 
a little less than 10 minutes 
left in the initial period. 

Hartnell mounted a scoring 
threat after Ed Celso shook off 
four would-be tacklers on a 
punt return from his own 30 
and surged down field before 
being hauled down on the Ram 
10-yard line by Dave Ottmar, 
the’ last man and Gavilan’s 
punter. 

Gavilan’s resistance then stif- 
fened as repeated attempts to 
put Celso’s efforts to good use 
failed and the Rams took over. 

Hart on the Move 


The Panthers got themselves 
untracked offensively in fine 
style in the second quarter by 


registering two touchdowns. 
The first came on a crunching 
8-yard march which featured 
Ron Choate’s running and a 
12-yard pass catch by Ed Celso 
from Mike Teresa that kept the 
drive alive. 

Alton Gerard took care of 
business from there by tallying 
the Panthers’ first score on a 
spinning nine-yard run off the 
left side of the Ram defense. 
Neal “Tex” Munn split the up- 
rights with the point after to 
knot it at 7-all. 

Gavilan was quick to answer 
the Panther challenge by com- 
ing up with an 83-yard drive 
of their own on the next series. 
Ram quarterback Dave Ottmar 
overcame three third and long 
yardage situations on _ pin- 
point passin gto keep the of- 
fense alive. 

On a fourth and 12 on the 
Panther 18-yard line, Ottmar 
hit wide receiver Greg Taylor 
with an aerial to produce the 
Rams’ second score. Gavilan 
probably little dreamed that it 
would be the last time they 
crossed the goal lone on offense 
or tally any points. Bassinger’s 
kick made it 14-7 with less than 


four minutes remaining in the 
half. 
Panthers Retaliate 


The offensive machine of 
Hartnell was fast to retaliate 
by taking the pigskin following 
the Gavilan score and moving 
on a 63-yard scoring drive. 
Gerard was instrumental on the 
attack by rushing 50 yards on 
the march. Big Ron Choate 
followed up a four-yard jaunt 
by Ray Guttereib as Choate 
took Teresa’s handoff and 
smashed in from the two. A 
desperation attempt to block 
the kick paid off for Gavilan, 
jeaving it 14-13 at the half. 

The Rams were immediately 
thwarted offensively at the be- 
ginning of the second half by 
some tought defense via Steve 
Jaurigue, Ron Tate, Pete Ma- 
turino, Pete Mazzuca and Bob 
Haag. The resounding hits re- 
sulted in a fumble with an alert 
Chris Elliott recovering. 

Crunching Drive 

Relentless is the word to de- 
scribe the Panther drive fol- 
lowing the fumble recovery on 
the Hart 16, as the Hartnell 
offense controlled the ball more

Going into the homecoming 
encounter, Hartnell will sport 
a 5-1-1 record, while Menlo 
owns. a 2-4 mark. Currently 
in Coast Conference standings 


the Panthers are tied with 
Ohlone for first place. 

Though Menlo doesn’t have 
an impressive record, you can 
expect the Oaks not just to roll 
over and play dead. Quarer- 
back John Dugan, transfer from 
Michigan, likes to throw long 
and his favorite receiver, Gene 
Johnson, has put to use Du- 
gan’s passes for 10 touchowns. 
Menlo’s top rusher is Randy 
Jackson who has been averag- 
ing 4.5 yards per carry. 

The kicking game of Menle 
is unusually strong in Kick 
Cameron and Dace Limont. 
Cameron averages a little over 
40 yards a punt, while Limont 
has converted on eight field 
goals this season. 

There are two important fac- 
tors that will probably occur 
in the Panther-Oak clash. The 
important one is it will be a 
step toward securing the Coast 
Conference championship. This 
game will also be an important 
one for Alton Gerard. Gerard 
will pass ‘the 1000-yard mark 
for rushing at some point of the 
game as he needs a mere 40 
yards to break the barrier—a 
sure thing since he has passed 
the 100-yard mark for seven 
straight football games. 

Overall the favorite of the 
contest will be Hartnell as the 
Panthers have great momen- 
tum going for them at present 
after taking the first two con- 
ference games, the big one 
coming from last week’s 16-14 
victory over top contender Gav- 
ilan. Hartnell will utilize its 
stingy defense and crunching 
offensive attack to counter 
Menlo’s_ respectable passing 
game.
